In fhorp, todeclare open War with eve- 
ry thing that obftruats the Peace, Pro- 
fpertty, Trade and Reformaticn of 
Britam, and if chis makes fome People 
unestic, i¢ is a Teftimonv both of che 
Qctafion, and of tke Etkcacy of the 
Wark, 

For this Reafon he is tobe Malereated, 
his Morals Examined, all his Sins, and 
more Sins than his own Charged upon 
him in Publick— He defires to b: gin the 
Reformation he prefl:s co, «s aM Reformers 
fhould begen, Vie. at kemjzif, and he freely 
Challenges the World, as he has often 
done, to Charge on him, kumane Frasl:y 
sxcrpted, the leaft Crime that can une 
qualify him to Reprove others, he ex- 
Feats to be as the Prophet. Without Honour 
in ka own Countrey: He expects ill Lan- 
guege, ill Ufsge, and all fores of Con- 
tempt, from thofe whofe Follies are too 
plainly Remark'dinthefe Papers: And 
he is fully prepared for all this Ufage, 
to which he gives the World no other 
Return, than purfuing boldly and im- 
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partially the Work he is upon, regarding 
no Clamour, no Slander, nor any far- 
ther concerning himfelf in the Noife of 
the World, than to clear up the Truth 
of every thing he fays, and defenditfrom 
Calucepy and Reproach. 

Bus th is mer al, He expeds 
Slighted, and often Diftegardcil aes 
be fpoken ill of, even by the People he 
Serves; and that while he is ferving 
them ;That the very Truths he 
fhall Advance, thall receive fome Dimie 
nution from the Meannefs of the Inftrus 
ment .

That they fhould 
not know whence our Savicur was, and 
yt, fays the poor Man, He “as cpened mine 
Eyer, Mfthis Man were nosof GOD, se 
could dd noching : So, in Anfwer cto 
thefe fort of Veople the Author fays, 
TRUTH is a fimple wacompounded 
Jewel, recommending it felf to the Une 
derftandings of all rational Creatures 
who indeed are no otherwife rational 
than by being Capable of Judging, Ar. 
guing, and Determining of Truth, and 
Faliiocd : TRUTH carries a convin. 
cinig Efficecy with it, which forces its 
way inro the Souls and Confciences of 
Men; Tris Truth receives no Ads 
vantage, nor fuffsrs Lofs by the Greate

this as you pleafe, he feeks neither 
Profic nor Applaufe: Thus far,{peaking

But {ptaking of North Britain in parti- 
cular, and to whom the Intredu&tion is 
efpecially dire€&ted, he thinks himfelf 
obliged to make fome Exceptions; And 
ifhe chought you would not miftake 
him, and fay he is Blattering you, 
Toing be abhers, he would fay, he finds 
Reafon to hope for better Treatment 
here, than he has found elfewhere ; 
Having, generally fpeaking, feena greats 
er Propenfity to right Information, and 
Impartial Judging here, than in other 
Places; Again, he hopes to plead fome 
Merit among you, Gevtlemen of North. Bri. 
tan, viz, That chis Paper has beens for
